Down on Sooth Clark street, aboni 


100 feet north of Madison, there is on 
tho west side of the itreet a coal hole 
•haped like a coffin. 
Originally the 


opening was not different from any other 
coal bole. It waa of ordinary size, and, 
was closed with a hexagonal cover. 
Then a largn piece of the atone waa 
broken off the sidewalk, enlarging the 
hole to a great extent. When the stone 
waa replaced by a sheet; of iron, the 
hexagonal opening was elongated, so 
that the shape of a coffin was formed.

•treat had their tronbles. 


It is auerted that attention was first 


called to the ominous hole in the side- 
walk when a man had his leg sprained 
by a misstep on the cover.

John Zeiltner, the murderers of Law- 
yer \Vestenhaver, \vho for 18 hours de- 
fled the authorities at their home at 
Uoyt's Corners, surrendered yesterday. 
The situation was for a time critical. 
When the Bloomflcld Rifles arrived at 
Hoyt's Corners at 1 a. m., the greater 
part of the crowd had disappeared, and 
the excitement had subsided. In fact, 
bef«re the militia arrivved, the guard 
around the Zeltners' home had been re- 
laxed. 
9 
There was no d-emonetrstfon when the 


fugitives surrendered, ttie people ap- 
parently being satisfied to permit the 
law to take its course. 
The Zeltners 


had to be assured by the sheriff, how- 
ever, before agreeing to surrender, that 
they would be fully protected. Small 
crowds of people gathered at the stations 
along the railroad as the special tram, 
which brought the prisoners to Bowling 
Green, passed, but there were no hos- 
tile demonstrations. 
A large crowd 


of people gathered at the railroad station 
In this city, and followed the prisoners, 
escorted by the milit'ia, to the jail, but 
there was no disorder and no threats 
of summary justice. 


It ie not believed here that there will 


»• an attempt to lynch the prisoners. 


Developments since the capture of the 


Zeltners indicate that they not only de- 
liberated over the bloody dnflance of law, 
but also prepared for It, having a large 
stock of aiwmundtipn In thedr residence, 
two miles from Hoyt's Corner. E. H. 
Westenhaver, ex-sohcltor of North Bal- 
timore, had been'their attorney in nu- 
merouE cases and sued them for his fees. 
The jury and witnesses had been sworn 
Saturday before Justice Burgeon in the 
township house at Hoyt's Corner in 
"Wsstenhaver's suit to recover fees, when 
Paul Zeltner demanded some papers of 
Westenhaver and attempted to take 
them from his pocket. John Zeltner 
then joined in demanding the papers and 
Immediately fired the shot tlkt killed 
"Westenhaver. As the Zeltners had their 
horses read* for mounting and escape, 
it is thought that they had arranged to 
get Westenhaver into a fight for the pur- 
pose of "doing him," although they did 
not give the victim time to make any 
demonstrations toward them. The Zelt- 
ners kept up th£ir Bring till they mounted 
their horses afid continued it as hun- 
dreds of citizens pursued them for two 
miles to their residence. After they 
reached their house they kept up con- 
stant fire the rest of the day and during 
Saturday night. They not only went to 
the trial fully armed, but had a large 
stock of ammunition stored at home. 


While the feeling -is intense around 


North Baltimore on account of the mur- 
der of Westenhaver, it Is equally intense 
around Hoyt's Corner on account of the 
killing of their neighbor, Clarence Weid- 
meyer, who was with the sheriff's posse 
Saturday night. When Weidmeyer fell 
volley after volley was poured into the 
crowd from the upper story of the Zelt- 
ner house, and the Zcltners knew that 
they were firing on thtir neighbors as 
well a* on the sheriff- and his deputies. 
Before the arrival of troops during the 
night, a cannon" used m shooting oil 
tanks in case of fire and a quantity of 
nitro-glycerijje had been secured, so that 
there would Have been trouble after sun- 
rise if the troops had not arrived. 


The Zeltner brothers and their fami- 


lies were no doubt saved by the prompt 
arrival of troops under the orders of 
Governor Bushnell. The truops stood 
between the firing from the house and 
th«s enraged crowd, and not only cap- 
tured the desperadoes, but also protect- 
ed them from violence all the way from 
the southern boundary of this county 
to the jail heire, a distance of over 20 
miles, with excitement at the highest 
pitch all along the route. In connection 
with the participation of the two women 
and four children in the Zeltner barri- 
caded house, it is stated as further proof 
of deliberation that the Zeltners trans- 
ferred ttJelr farms and other property on 
Friday to Mrs. John Zeltner.

Observations Embodied In ai 


Interesting Report. 


Nilivas Of Philippines Would Mahi Good Me 


Ohinios If Properly Triinid. 


Washington, March 27.—Dr. S. A 


Kna-pp, who was sent by the departmeni 
of agriculture to Japan, China and thi 
Philippines as an agricultural explore! 
has returned to Washington and report- 
ed to Secretary Wilson the results of hi* 
labors. He was instructed to invegti 
gate euch products of the farms, field, 
and forests of those countries as miffhi 
be of advantage to the agricultural in 
dustries of the United States. Some 01 
the observations of Dr. Knapp relating 
to the products of Japan already havi 
been published in a preliminary report 
On this branch of investigation* however 
he ha^ the following additional to say: 


"All 
fear of competition tram Japar 


along agricultural 
lines may be dis- 


missed. On the contrary, it must be- 
come a large consumer of farm product^ 
drawn from the Undte4 States. The dif- 
fusion of knowledge and the introductior 
W new industries in Japan have had thi 
effect of more than doubling the cost »j 
labor in the last 10 yeans and, in proper 
tlon, of stimulating consumption by tihi 
common people. Future progress musl 
be mainly made in the direction of manu 
facturea. In such event the food for ths 
operatives, the cotton and other nbri 
material for the fabrics, the lumber am 
trow for the construction of the factories 
and much of the machinery will be drawn 
from, the United States. 


"Of the fabrics, cotton and wool aloni; 


have made much progress under the fac- 
tory system, and this is owing to the facl 
that they were not produced to any ex- j 
tont in the empire and hence no home 
system of manufacture had been estab- 
lished for them. 


"Tbe principal agricultural products 


imported into J-apan are wheat, flour, 
sugar, eotton, butter, cheese and meat. 
The annual value of these articles is at 
present between $24,000,000 and $25,000,000 
in gold.»Under favorable treaty regu- 
lations Japan will import from the United 
States nearly all her flour, butter, cheese 
and meat, three-fourths of the raw cot- 
ton required, and from the Philippines 
nearly their entire surplus of the output 
(Of sugar." 


Regarding China the report says: "Ths 


«reat area, the large percent of-fertile 
lands and the enormous population of 
China stagger the observer on the thres- 
hold of investigation. Here, however, as 
In Japan, radical changes m agricultural 
methods or products must be made very 
elowly, if at all, because the food supply 
oannot be materially reduced or evsn 
changed with safety. Large areas de- 
voted to fibre plants for the promotion 
of manufactures would be a dangerous 
Invasion of the acres necessary for the 
food supply and must be speedily fol- 
lowed by importations from the United 
States." Dr. Knapp was deeply im- 
pressed by the alert, industrious and 
(frugal character or the Chinese. 


From China Dr. Knapp proceeded to 


jtbe Philipipines. Arriving at Manila he 
rwent by rail as far as San Fernando, 
passing through the rice section to the 
east and north of Manila 8n to the sugar 
lands to the no th. The yield per acre, 
according to the toeet authorities, is about 
1000 pounds of hulled rice on lands under 
rainfall irrigation solely, and 2000 pounds 
»n lands artificially irrigated. This shows 
ivery careless husbandry. 


I The rich clay soil about San Fernando 
(• well adapted to sugar can*. In Luzon 
the methods of sugar farming are quite 
different from those practised m the 
RJnited States, while the factories are 
the crudest conceivable. The sugar is 
drained upon the open kettle plan. The 
proprietor furnishes land and factory 
and the tenant furnishes seed, does all 
the work in the field, delivers the cane 
io the mill and supplies most of the hands 
Cor making the sugar. The proprietor 
receives one-half the sugar and all the 
molasses. The tenant m theory is al- 
lowed the remainder, but in practice he 
usually receives about two-fifths of the 
•uga'r. Dr. Knapp was informed that in 
the island of Panay, Negros and Cebu 
th« Buga-r farms and factories are much 
more improved than in Luzon. Sugar 
lands produce from 3000 to 8000 pounds 
per acre, depending upon the cultivation 
and the factory. 


The Philippines as farmers, as he ob- 


nerved, do not give as much attention to 
the production of nitrogeneous foods as 
the Japanese, and hence are less muscu- 
lar, 


Spanish statistical reports and inter- 


views with Manila, exporters satisfied 
the doctor of the prosperity of the to- 
fcacco and hemp ind-u,tries with normal 
(conditions. 


Millet, maize, s? vo and indigo do weU

crops 


Philippine coffee, of T\hich there for- 
merly were many plantations, has a 
peculiarly rich and pleasant flavor. 
Cocoanuta, pineapples, oranges, bananas, 
grapes, figs and many other fruits grow 
almost spontaneously. 


The Philippine islands abound in valu- 


able wood for building, furniture, dye 
Woods, and some yieldinig costly gums. 
According to the best authority nearly 
two-thirds of the land is still public and 
passes to the United States with the title. 
If opened for settlement to soldiers manj 
Of eur young men will remain and be- 
eome permanent settlers. Some asso- 
ciations'of this kind have already been 
organized. The price of improved land 
rang.es from $4 to $200 per acre (gold) 
depending upon the location and valua 
of the improvement!.

LEANING TOWER OF PISA. 


OM OHMO* Help Bt>l«g NMTOM IB look. 


tog Prom Ita Cap. 


Ill Si Nicholas, John Ward writes of 


"Tbe Bell Tower* of Italy." Mr. Ward 
says of th* oost famous of then all: 
; 


Piaa seciua like a sleeping city, s>s sho 


lies so quietly and silently along tha 
two borders of tbe river Ariio. Shu full 
asleep several hundred years ago, after 
she bad struggled valiantly for her in- 
dependence and bad won renown during 
tbe fierce contests between tbo Guelphs 
(partisans of the pope) and the Ghibol- j 
lines (partisans of tbe emperor). Though 
Pisa has loug since forgotten tbe days 
of her greatness, the world cannot fur- i 
get them when it looks upon that WOB- I 
dronsly beautiful group of fonr marbla ' 
white builir igs standing apart in tho 
•acred cart *•—the cathedral, the bap- 
tistery, tbe campo santo (or buml 
ground), aud, what interests us most wf 
all, tbe remarkable campauile, so well ' 
known as the "leaning tower." This 
famous tower was built in 1174. Its 
construction is peculiar. There is in tbo 
center a hollow brick tube or cylinder; 
around this plain round tower tbe archi- 
tects built eight stories of open galleries, 
with beautiful, slender columns of 
white marble supporting semicircular 
arches. Tbe general effect is one of 
great delicacy and lightness, a fairylika 
tower of wonderful grace. The summit 
is 179 feet from the ground. As yon all 
know, tho tower leans 13 feet out of 
tbo perpendicular aud looks as if it 
would surely fall over at any moment, 
but, 
as the center of gravity ia etill 


within itsfcase, it is as safe as if it 
were erect. The foundations were prob- 
ably imperfectly built at tbe start, for 


I tbe tower began to lean before it was 
j half finished, and we can see where at 
' one point tbe builders tried to bring it 


back as much as possible to tbe vertical 
lino by making tbe columns on the low 
eide higher than tbe others. The walls, 
!too, are strengthened with iron bars. 
Fancy the consternation of tbe archi- 
tects when they saw tbeir beautiful 
tower leaning over and its foundations 
sinking in the ground! It requires very 
steady nerves to carry us to tbe top, and 
•we find ourselves clinging to tbe wall 
wben we are on tbe leaning side. 


This is what Charles Dickens says 


abont the tower in bis "Pictures From 
Italy:" "In tbe course of tbe ascent to 
the top the inclination is not very ap- 
parent, but at tbe summit it becomes 
so and gives one the sensation of being 
in a ship tbat has beeled over through 
the action of an ebb tide. Tbe effect 
upon the low side, EO to speak, looking 
over from the gallery and seeing the 
shaft recede to its base, is very star- 
tling, and I saw a nenous traveler hold 
on to the tower involuntarily after 
glancing down, as if be had some idea 
of propping it up." 


Wben we reach tbe summit, we must 


not forget tbat this was where tbe great 
astronomer Galileo watcbed tbe stars, 
experimented on the fall of bodies and 
studied tbe law of gravitation. Here, 
too, in tbe upper story, bang the six 
bells, ihe largest of which weighs more 
than 12,000 pounds. Tbe bell founders 
of Pisa bad a wide reputation for cast- 
ing bells of beautiful tone, sonorous 
and harmonious. They lavished on 
them all tbeir art and tbeir talent. 


The Pasquareccia (tbe Pascbal bell), 


the most famous of tbe Pi sail bells, tbe 
one which was tolled wben criminals 
were taken to execution, is ornamented 
with a figure of tbe Virgin and tbe de- 
vices of Pisa and has a rich, full tone. 


THE RETIRED BURGLAR. 


Tha laziest People on Earth. 


The laziest and dirtiest people in the 


world have recently been discovered in 
tbe Caucasus. They live in an inaccess- 
ible mountain range between tbe Black 
sea and the Caspian sea/ and as they 
were 2,500 years ago so they are today. 
Seen from without, there is a certain 
picturesqueness about a Svan.ctian vil- 
lage, although it merely consists of 
miserable stone hovels without any at- 
tempt at form or adornment. Within 
tbe bouses are inconceivably filthy. 
They are filled with rags, vermin and 
dirt of every description. They possess 
no fireplace or chimney. All the cook- 
ing, 
in fact, is done over a bole scooped 


out in the middle of the floor. In these 
bouses men and women and children 
are huddled together. During tbe long 
winter months they are shut in for 
days at a time, the cattle often sharing 
their quarters. Every aperture has to 
be closed on account of the cold. This 
long imprisonment is perhaps the cause 
of the degradation of the people. Horri- 
ble diseases result from it, which are 
aggravated by an abnormal consump- 
tion of arrack, the strung distilled drink 
of the Asiatics. Besides this, it ia an 
invariable rule to make four days a 
week holidays, with saints' days as ex- 
tras. Since they have adopted the holi- 
days of every other country with which 
they bave been in contact, it ia not sur- 
prising that the men find little time for 
work. Farming, bee culture and cattle 
breeding are the only industries of thcao 
people, while throughout their territory 
there is not a single manufactured arti- 
cle.—New York Ledger.

THE YUKON MOSQUITO. 


Drive* Moose sud Caribou to the Snow 


Line and Stings Bears Blind. 


Not only do the Yukon mosquitoes 


attack men and overwhelm them, but 
they drive the moose, deer and caribou 
up tbe mountains to the snow line, 
where these animals would prefer not 
to be in berry time. They kill dogs, 
aud even tbe big brown bear, that is 
often miscalled a grizzly, has succumb- 
ed to them. Bears come down to the 
river from the hillside in the early fall 
to get some of the salmon that are often 
thrown upon tbe banks when the "run" 
is heavy. 


If bruin rung fonl of a swarm of mos- 


quitoes and has not bis wits about him 
bis day has -come. Tbe insects will 
alight all over him. His fur protects 
his body, but his eyes, ears and nose 
will soon be swollen up and bleeding, 
and unless be gets into a river or a 
strong wind he will be driven mad and 
blind, to wander abont hopelessly until 
he starves to death. 
, Although the Alaska summer is short, 
two broods of mosquitoes batch oat each 
year, and are ready for business from 
one to ten seconds after they leave tbe 
water. It rains a good deal along the 
Yukon, and rain is welcomed, for it 
drives the mosquitoes to cover. They 
bide under leaves and branches until 
the shower is over; then they come out 
boiling with rage at tbe time they bave 
been forced to spend in idleness, and ths 
miner has a harder time than ever after 
bis respite. 


Mosquitoes and snowflnL-es are not 


contemporaries in tbe States, but in 
Alaska it is different. Snow does not 
bother them so much as rain, and an 
early snow may fall while they are still 
oil the wing. Fog does not cboke them 
either. They appear to like it. They 
float abont in it as'in ambush and take 
the unwary prospector by surprise.— 
Denver Times.

council of Rochester, N. Y., to give

to the public 


schools of their city. The Rochester 
board of education is republican in 
politics and the rest of the government 
is democratic. 
The democratic ma- 


jority insists on starving out the re- 
publican minority even though pub- 
lic education suffers. Anil this is in 
the city hallowed by the influence of 
Susan B. Anthony, who recently start- 
ed out to collect from its rich homes a 
good-sized fortune for co-educational 
purposes. And, too, it is ia the city 
which boasts of being1 the only one of 
its size that has no concert halls and 
it is one that is making an effort to es- 
tablish an art museum. 


The shoe manufacturers are organ- 


izing, but thus far the movement has a 
sensible look and avoids the many evil 
features of the trust idea. The com- 
bination takes a fall, or is likely to 
take one, out of the consumers by a 


( lift in price, but that seems to be made 
j necessary by the action of the hides 
' and leather men, who it is thought will 


soon get to work to jump the prices of 
their goods. The scheme of organizing 
contemplates a national scope which 
the movement may take, and the gen- 
eral result may be a hardening of the 
shoe market and a little better result 
for the financial interests of shoe man- 
ufacturing. 
Possibly a combination, 


by making price slashing unpopular, 
might have a good effect financially on 
all connected with the business. But 
a trust—may that never come to be a 
reality!—Brockton Enterprise.

But the effeminate timidity and sen- 
sibilities of the people of this element 
are not likely to allow them to do much 
more than shut their eyes and shudder 
at the deeds of normal men. The one 
thing that these qualities do for these 
people is the securing of a little corner 
on the page of history on which their 
possessors are written down as the 
party of opposition when record is 
being- made of the good enduring re- 
sults of the achievements of those 
whom they opposed. 


An interesting situation developed in 


Wisconsin the other day. That state 
had it in mind to do a. little protecting 
of home industries, raising a little 
revenue on the side, and started out to 
pass a bill imposing a ?, per cent tax on 
the business done by foreign insurance 
companies within the limits of the 
commonwealth. United States Secre- 
tary Hay put a big obstacle in the way 
by calling attention to the treaty of 
1850 between the Swiss confederation 
and this country. He was decided to do 
that by the protest of the Swiss min- 
ister. Secretary Hay quoted the treaty 
as follows: "No higher impost, under 
•whatever name, shall be exacted from 
the citizens of one of the two countries 
residing or established in the other 
than shall be levied upon citizens of 
the country in which they reside, nor 
any contribution whatsoever to which 
the latter shall not be liable." This is 
an impQrtant illustration of how reci- 
procity treaties may interfere with the 
freedom of state action. Wisconsin 
must exempt the Swiss insurance com- 
panies, which will probably cause the 
English, German and other foreign 
companies to discover, if possible, 
som<? grounds on which they may se- 
cure exemption provided the bill be- 
comes law.

THE NEED AH J» AIM OF CHAKITIES 


(George B. Torrey in Springfield Ke-

One of the results of the long, hard 


winter, coupled with more or less busi- 
ness depression, has been, as has before 
been stated, the development of more 
destitution than usual Jn the ranks of 
the poor, which has given rise to a 
movement in the direction of organ- 
ized charity work. If an organization 
is effected, its aim, it is understood, 
will be not merely to dispense neces- 
saries for the relief of immediate want, 
but to assist those who may come 
temporarily under its care to become 
more self-helpful, and that there is a 
wide field for this sort of effort right 
here in North Adams there is no room 
to doubt. One who has ocwisiou to see 
much of the class of people whose 
condition is rousing the. philanthropy 
of the city, says isivestigation will 
show that much of the suffering is not 
directly chargeable to hard times, nor 
altogether 
to 
intemperance, which 


many good people assign as the pause 
of practically every earthly ill, but to 
the simple fact, plainly stated, that 
they don't know enough to take care 
of themselves. When work is plenty 
and wages are good they knock along, 
spending as they go, living and dress- 
ing as well as the rich and laying up 
nothing for a rainy day. Then when 
the pinch comes their habits are such 
and their ignorance of the principles 
of wise economy is so great that they 
are totally unable to meet the exigency 
with the result that many suffer un- 
told misery in secret, while others with 
less personal pride hie themselves to 
the city almoner's office, put in their 
"orders" and damn the existing social 
conditions while eating the bread and 
burning the coal that is doled out to 
them.

which could successfully cope with the 
problem here presented would be de- 
serving of the encouragement and sup- 
port of every well meaning mam and 
woman, and would be the means of 
doing immeasurable good.

of Halinta, beyond the Tullanan river, 
vesterday, after a sharp fight. 
Coloi 


Harry C, Egbert of the Twenty-second 
regulat infantry was killed. Prince 
Loewenstem, formerly aide-de-camp 
on the staff of Brigadier General Miller 
at Iloilo, somehow got in front of the 
ilring line, and was shot in the side, dy- 
ing almost instantly. 
A German, who 


accompanied him, was wounded. 


The American casualties yesterday 


were much lighter than those of Satur- 
day, 
the total losses thus far reported 


lince the engagement commenced beinj; 
46 killed and 145 wounded. 


General Wheaton entered Malinta, 


(which is a sm£ll collection of huts, at 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


The United States gun'boat Helena and 


other gunboats have been shelling Mala- 
bon, afbout a mile northwest of Caloocan, 
for several hours. 


The insurgents made a flares resistance 


to the American advance up the railroad 
at Malinta. In addition to the fatal 
wounding of Colonel Egbert, several 
men of the Twenty-second infantry and 
several of 'the Oregon and Kansas regi- 
ments were killed. 


Evidently anticipating a bombardment 


by the fleet, 1000 rebelp evacuated Mala- 
bon Saturday night, leaving a few to 
burn the town. 
General Wheaton's 


'brigade, composed of the Second Oregoii 
regiment and the Twenty-second and 
Third infantry, stretched out along the 
railroad from Caloocan to the Tuliahan 
river, was powerless to prevent the with- 
drawal, owing to the natural obstacles 
and to the strong onoositson. A column 


of smoke at daybreak was the first inti- 
mation of the enemy's intentions, bul 
others followed at various points, all soot 
blending in a dense balloon-shaped 
eioud. The flames of the burning ric« 
mills and Jange buildings could bepteinlj 
seen from Caloocan, despite the strong 
sunlight. 


By 11 o'clock yesterday morning the 


only build'ing of importance not de- 
stroyed in the entire town was a largi 
stone church, but even at noon fresh fires

f he Cake Walk b FrenoU. 


Tho cake walk properly bad its origin 


among the French negroes of Louisiana 
more than a century ago. There is little 
dopbt that it is an offshoot of some of 
the old French country dunces. It rep- 
resents several of them in form. From 
New Orleans it spread over tbe entire 
south and thence north. It was found 
of convenience to (be plantation ne- 
groes. They were not wedded by license, 
and it was seldom that the services of 
preacher were culled in. 


At a cake walk a man might legiti- 


mately show bio preference for a worn 
an and thus publicly claim her for a 
wife. In effect the oaka walk was not 
different from the old Scotch marriage, 
wnioh required only public acknowledg- 
ment from the contracting parties. So 
this festival became in some sense a 
wooing, an acceptance or rejection and 
a ceremony. This eiplains its popular- 
ity with the blacks outside of its beau- 
ties, with tbe accompaniment of music, 
which is competent at all times to com- 
mand negro support. 


Cake walking has improved, as do 


most things that are constantly practic- 
ed. It has lost its old significance in the 
south. Negroes now get married, when 
they marry at all, in the white folk? 
fashion. It has, moreover, become a 
pantomime dance. Properly performed, 
it is a beautiful one. The cake is not 
much of a prize, though the negro baa 
a sweet tooth.—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

At the close of the memorable year of 


1871 I found myself quartered at Fort 
Mont Valerin under General NoeL 
We 


had been shut tip inactive for st'vcial 
days, and very trying it was, knowing, 
as we tl-d, that those cursed Germans 
were making a steady advance on our 
beloved Paria. At last an order came 
that a reconuoitering party was to be 
sent ont in the direction of Lougboyeau, 
a small village some six miles distant. 
The pro&pect of a possible skirmish 
raised our spirits very considerably. No 
one was more excited than myself, hear- 
ing, as 1 did, shortly afterward that I 
was to be. put in command. 


We started the following morning at 


break of day 
For more than an hour 


we tramped along with eyes and hear- 
ing alert, but saw no sign of the enemy 
until we arrived at a point where the 
highroad branched off into innumerable 
pathways through a large wood. 


1 had paused to consider which was 


the most advisable route to follow 
when I heard coming toward us the 
sound of horses' feet, the unmistakable 
tramp, tnunp of cavalry. 


It was the work of a moment for me 


to post n v men behind the shelter of a 
hedge, and there we waited. Parbleul 
How my comrades' eyes gleamed when 
out of the depths of the forest there-filed 
two by two some 20 Prussians, headed 
by an officer I 1 can shut my eyes and 
see that young man now as, pausing, 
he gave the word to advance in fours. 
• 


He was a magnificently built young fel- 
low, with steely blue eyes and long, fair 
mustache—a typical looking soldier. 


God knows that during the last few 


months enough French blood has been 
spilled to make us all burn for venge- 
ance Nevertheless, as I raised my mus- 
ket to my shoulder my hand shook, I 
was not an old soldier in those days. I 
had never shot any one before at such 
close quarters, and this seemed to me 
almost like murder, for he was so igno- 
rant of all danger. Yet I knew it be- 
hooved 'me to be steady, for they out- 
numbered us by some half a dozen. 


I gave the signal, and we all fired in 


unison, every bullet going straight 
home. In the stampede of horses which 
ensued only four out of the 20 of the 
enemy escaped death, and they, unnerv- 
ed by their loss, turned tail and gallop- 
ed back into the depths of the forest. 
Their leader lay his full length on the 
ground, staring up into the cold winter 
sky with wide open, rapidly glazing 
eyes, one hand still grasping the bridle 
of his charger. The poor beast stood 
piteously looking down at his dead mas- 
ter. As I tried to seize him he reared, 
and in doing so the corpse moved. 
Could it be possible, I asked myself, 
that he was still alive? 


Kneeling beside him, I tried to force 


some brandy down his throat, but found 
it was useless. He was dead—stone 
dead.

Some few days later, in one of our 


many sorties, I received a sliglit scratch, 
which was followed by a bad attack of 
fever. On recovering a week's leave 
was granted me in which to recruit. 
My regiment was at that time quarter- 
ed in Paris, a circumstance I determin- 
ed to take advantage of in looking up 
an old comrade who, I had heard, had 
been badly wounded at Uondy. 


My inquiries led me to the Val de 


Grace ambulance, where I found Legras. 
The poor fellow was delighted at seeing 
a familiar face, and I staid and talked 
to him for some time. In his rambling 
account of how he had received bia 
wound my attention strayed to the oc- 
cupants of the other beds. One in par- 
ticular fascinated me. It was the inert 
figure of a man lying in a cot facing 
Legras'. 


I asked Legras if be knew wbo the 


poor fellow was. He answered in a tone 
of mingled pity and satisfaction: 


"A Prussian officer. He was brought 


in some two days ago. The doctors mar- 
vel how he has lingered for so long, but 
they say now he is dying. The sooner 
the better, say I" 


Hardly were'the words ont of Legras' 


month when the sick man suddenly 
raised himself, gave one choking sob 
and fell backward. In that brief mo- 
ment our eyes met What I saw there 
made me shrink back in my chair with 
a sense of bewilderment—I may say ter- 
ror. That motionless figure was the 
same young German officer "whom a 
week ago 1 had shot down with my own 
band on the road to Lougboyeau. 


Trembling like a leaf, I bent over 


him. He was dead. 


Before leaving I learned what partic- 


ulars I could. He \viis a Prussian officer 
who had been mortally wounded when 
leading the atlack ou the neighboring 
village of Bondy. 


This information restored my nerves 


somewhat to their proper balance, or, to 
say more truthfully. I tried to think it 
did. Of course it could only have been a 
chance resemblance, and yet- 


But in those days one bad little lei- 


sure in which to puzzle out mysteries. 
Following this event came the battle of 
Montretout. 


It had rained almost incessantly the 


night before, and the early morninp 
gave no promise of any cessation of tb< 
heavy showers which had fallen for the 
previous four and twenty hours. The 
fog and vapors of drifting rain were so 
thick as uiormzig biou<- • *tu out! conic 
scarcely see a yard in front of one. At 
length the fog lifted and a pale, watery 
looking sun shone ont, disclosing to our 
view the Germans' strongly intrenched 
position. Our orders were to rapport our 
leading column. Tbe bngles had just 
sounded the advance when, without any 
warning, three German squadrons of 
cavalry, led by an officer, made a sod- 
den furious descent on our left flunk. 
Under cover of the fog they bad crept 
np unnoticed close to our lines. Had not 
tbe clouds lifted wbeu they did wo 
should have been taken completely by, 


—- - 


It was aa exciting moment M, qvick- 


ly forming a square, we received tbwn 
with fixed bayonet*. A breathless ten 
minutes ensued aa we fought desperate- 
ly for our lives. 


I saw two of our officers fall mortal- 


ly wounded, but tbe enemy's leader 
seemed to bear a charmed life. 


His repeated attacks made oar men 


waver. Seeing them beginning to fall 
back filled me witb a sudden frenzy of 
rage. Calling on my comrades to follow, 
I tried to tight my way to his side, an 
effort which brought a cruel smile to 
his lips as he grimly awaited my attack. 


But ,what was the meaning of that 


sudden overwhelming feeling of terror? 


I Why did my bayonet fall from my 
! nerveless fingers? Those steely blue eyes 
glaring into mine with such deadly bate 
were the same that I had seen closed in 


i death once on the road to Longboyeau 
and again in the Val de Grace ambu- 
lance. 


With a howl I staggered back, only 


to recover myself as 1 saw that terrible 
sword flash oiiee again in the sunlight. 
What mysterious power marie me raise 
my pistol aud fire it tull in bis face God 
only knows, but the act saved my life. 
With a hoarse cry he fell backward. At 
the same moment, bis horse' swerving, 
caught me a violent blow, which sent 


1 me head over heels. On rising 1 rushed 


to his side. He was still alive. The 
sight of those familiar features excited 
afresh my superstitious fears. It is my 


j only excuse for what followed. I was 
! mad with terror. Seizing my bayonet 


with both hands, I plunged it with all 
my force not once, but thrice, into his

armistice—that fatal day for poor France

me the same feelings of deadly fear !

On our exchanging salutes he cour- 


teously begged in a strong German ac- 
cent that his presence might be made 
kown to the senior officer in command

orderly. 


His attitude as be stood warming 


himself by the campfire enabled me, un- 
perceived, to have another good look at 
my ghostly visitant. Ghostly -he must 
be, I said to myself tremblingly, for 1 
had made no mistake. It was the same 
manly figure which on three different 
occasions I had seen extended in death. 


Suddenly he looked up and our eyes

"We may congratulate ourselves, 


monsieur," he said slowly, "that the 
campaign has come to an end. four 
splendid resistance has cost my country 
many lives.

"In the manuscript memoirs of tbe 


Due de Feltie, Napoleon's minister of 
war, it is eyiressly stated that the em- 
peror inclosed a note "on the Bank of 
France, duly signed by tbe governors of 
that institution, in a split 5 franc piece; 
that the halves were then welded to- 
gether, partially reminted and thrown 


I in a heap of similar coins, which the 


emperor mixed with his own hands. 
Tbese coins Napoleon took with him in 
a bag when he went to Boulogne and 
distributed lavishly en route, even drop- 
ping some of them out of his carriage 
windows. In this way it was impossible 
to keep track of the lucky coin. 


"The news of this odd lottery spread 


far and wide, and the 5 franc piece 
leaped into immediate favor. From 
that day to this mutilation of the coin 
has been common in France, Switzer- 
land, Belgium and elsewhere. Every 
year the Barik of France is requested to 
make good scores of pieces split in a 
vain search for the 5,000,000 franc \ 
bank note. 


"There are many stories dealing with 


reputed finds of the fortune. Indeed 
when a man becomes anddenly rich in ' 
France it is common to hear people 
whisper, 'He must bave found Napo- 
leon's famous coin.' 
j 


"Some assert that the emperor kept 


the coin himself, but this hardly agrees 
with Napoleon's character. Still it is a ' 
current theory that some of the money 
which enabled Napoleon III to reach 
the imperial throua was found in the 


i lucky silver piece, Which his mother; 
Queen Hortense, had wheedled out of 
her brother-in-law. 


"It was also common talk that Gen- 


eral Bonlangerhad acquired the famous 
coin until th'o discovery that his money 
supplies came from the Duchess d' Uzes 
set that belief at rest. 


"The most likely explanation - as to 


why the 5 franc piece fails to turn up 
is that Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, 
a French member of the great"Jewish 
banking house, secured it. This account 
states that Baron de Rothschild, having 
investigated the tradition and found 
sufficient proof of its truth, deliberate- 
ly set to work to locate the note. 


"He quietly bought in and collected 


every 5 franc piece he could get, and 
bis agents were notified to preserve and 
forward to Paris every 5 franc piece 
which reached them in Europe, Asia, 
Africa or America. In his office the 
baron kept three trusty men hard at 
work bisecting the coins. 


"Some say that he had invented a 


plan for welding them together again, 
BO as to defy detection; others maintain 
that he meltec". down the silver and 
eold it to the government en bloc. The 
work was polossal, but in the end the 
baron's sytem is said to have conquered. 


"He found the note for 5,000,000 


francs, having spent nearly 1,000,000 to 
obtain it. The order was. duly presented 
at the Bank of France and cashed by 
that institution. 


"Plausible as this narration may 


seem, the great mass of Frenchmen re- 
fase to credit it, and go on, year after 
year, splitting open their 5 franc pieces 
to look for Napoleon's note. It is cer- 
tainly a tantalizing thought that some- 
where in tbe world a check for £200,- 
000 is knocking about hidden in an or- 
dinary silver coin worth less than 5 shil- 
lings."—Pearson's Weekly.

INTELLECTUAL ANTS. 


THEY ARE 8AIO TO BE THE MOST IN- 


TELtlGEKT OF INSECTS. 


They H»ve FoUtleaJ aad facial OriwUs»> 


tioni Tint SUy B* Likened to Those of 
Van—Some Work, While Other* Do Mo 
Labor, but Live Sumptooiuljr. 


"Go to tbe ant, tbon sluggard; con- 


sider ber ways and be wise," said Solo- 
mon over 8,000 years ago, and the re- 
searches of modern naturalists have 


' only confirmed tbe excellence of the 


, wiso man's advice in holding up the ant 
as an example for man, for among in- 


, vertebrate animals tbe ant holds tbe 


same position that man does among tbe 


' veriebrute. The ant is tbe most intel- 
! Iftcnnil of all insects. 
j 


Ants are truly wonderful insects. 


They build bouses, train soldiers, en-' 
slave ants and other insects inferior to 
themselves; they are capable agricul- 
turists, fcr they keep a species of, milk 
kine, clear the ground, sow grain, reap 
and gather into barns. They are social 
insects, and in many respects aro exam- 
ples iu miniature of man. They bave 
their monarcbs, pride themselves on 
their aristocracy, and also indulge to 
excess in intoxicating liquors. 


Ants are divided into three classes- 


males, females (or queens) and neuters 
(^workers). The two former are winged, 
and tbeir sole duty in life is to multiply 
their species. Immediately after pairing 
the male ants die, and the queens, re- 
nouncing tbe pomps and vanities of thia 
world, henceforward devote themselves 
to tbe duties of maternity. To tbe lot 
of the neuters falls all tbe work. Some 
of them are told off to wait on tbe 
queens, whom they feed and care for 
witb the greatest attention. Each batch 
of eggs, as soon as' they are laid, are 
carried away and deposited in tbe batch- 
ing chambers open to tbe rays of the 
sun. 
Tbe workers nurse the ant babies 


when they appear, putting them in the 
warm upper galleries by day and re- 
moving them at night into tbe snuggest 
lower chambers. 


After several months' careful nursing 


and feeding, tbe larva passes into tbe 
pupa stage, and spins itself into a co- 
coon, from wbicb it uwerges a full 
grown ant. It is tbese cocoons that are 
sold as "ants' eggs;" the real eggs are 
so minute that even the ants themselves 
could not pick them up in tbeir mandi- 
bles were not several fastened together 
by a natural gum. Queen ants, accord- 
ing to Sir John Lnbbock, live as long as 
ten years, while Dr. Dallinger states 
that worker ants live from four to six 
years. Tbe queen ants are treated witb 
the utmost reverence, and while tbe 
corpse of a worker ant is usually imme- 
diately disposed of tbe body of a queen 
is often preserved as long as 18 months 
after its death. 


Tbe ant bas three simple and two 


compound eyes, the latter consisting of 
from 250 to 1,200 lenses each. In pass- 
ing, it may be mentioned that the ordi- 
nary bouse fly bas 4,000 lenses, tbe gad- 
fly 11,000 and tbe dragon fly 20,000 
lenses to each eye. Physically, as well 
as intellectually, ants are the giants of 
the insect world; tbay can easily carry 
even ten times their own weight 


The ant bouses are most marvelous 


examples of construction. Part of tbe 
nest is above tbe ground aud part below 
it. Tbese bouses are often 40 stories in 
height, and are built of stones, leaves, 
sticks and earth. Tbe subterranean part 
is honeycombed iuto passages and cells 
and all tbe tunnels and galleries run 
into one common center—tbe public 
ball of the ant colony. Tbe government 
is a republic, and various colonies bave 
been known to mass together for the 
purpose of defense. A Swiss scientist 
bas discovered a regular empire of ants, 
covering an area of 200 square yards, 
and containing 900 colonies or republics 
with a,population of 40,000,000 ants. 


There are many species of ants wbicb 


are incapable of managing tbeir own 
nests or of rearing tbeir -young, and 
these in consequence impress into tbeir 
service the workers of other species of 
ants and leave all tbe rough work to 
their captives. Periodically tbe master 
zuis set of! on a slave hunting expedi- 
tion. They find out the nest of a special 
ant whose aid they need. They raid it 
and, overcoming its defenders, enter and 
bear off triumphantly the pa pro. These 
are carried to tbe masters' nest, where 
they are speedily batched, and knowing 
no other borne and forced by instinct 
to work they toil industriously for tbeir 
masters. So lazy and dependent upon 
their willing slaves do tbe master ants 
become that at length they are unable 
to feed themselves. Food bas been 
placed before tbese lords of tbe ant cre- 
ation, aud they would not even take the 
trouble to eat. Then some slave ants 
were introduced. They tidied up tbe 
place and fed their masters. 


Tbe ants have some method of know- 


ing members of tbeir own tribe. If an 
ant is put into a strange colony, it is in- 
stantly killed as an intruder, while if 
one is taken from its home and restored 
to it after a long lapse of time it is im- 
mediately welcomed and recognized. 
Sir John Lubbock took 12 ants, 6 from 
each of two different colonies, and made 
them drunk. Tben they were all put 
back into one of the colonies. Tbe ants 
inspected them, carried away tbeir com- 
panions and took oare of them until 
they recovered, wbile the foreigners 
were dropped into tbe water. A large 
dead fly was put on tbe table, and one 
ant immediately went over and pulled 
at it, but found himself unable to 
move it. 
He thpn went away, and 


spsedily returned with three compan- 
ions, and by tbeir united efforts tbe fly 
was carried away. 


It bas long been known that some 


species of ants are in tbe habit of acting 
in exactly tbe same manner as man in 
keeping insect cows for the sake of the 
milk they supply. Tbe ordinary green 
fly, or aphis, is to tbe ant what the 
cow is to man. Tbis green fly is capable 
of exuding from two nippleliko projec- 
tions a sort of liquid gum, of wbicb 
ants are extremely fond.

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INTERESTING STORY OF 


A BICYCLE TRICK RIDER. 


Charles Kilpatrick, the Well 
Known One Legged Cyclist, 
Relates Some Unique Ex- 
periences—Rides Down 
Sixty Feet of Steps. 
How He Boxed 
"Kid"

Many people have asked me how it 


happened that I, a one legged man, be- 
came a trick bicycle rider. Well, I was 
always fond of sports of all sorts and 
especially of baseball. Away back in 
the eighties I used to do a good deal of 
umpiring for baseball teams, and folks 
used to go to see the games almost as 
much to watch me hopping all over the 
field with my one leg and stick as for 
the sake of the game itself. 


I learned to ride the bicycle, howev- 


er—first the old "ordinary" and then 
the "safety." when that style was in- 
vented, and became quite an expert. 
After a time I learned to do a few tricks 
on the wheel and gave my first exhibi- 
tion during a meet at Peoria, Ills. It is 
a coincidence that Zimmerman beat 
Willie Windle for the first time there 
that day. 


That started my career as a trick rid- 


er. I was the first to do suph perform- 
ances on a "safety" wheel on the stage." 
Since then I have ridden in many coun- 
tries, and I am continually learning and 
producing new and complicated tricks 
and figures. 


On the 18th of May. 1893, I made my 


famous ride down the west steps of the 
capitol at Washington, the first rider to 
make the attempt. I do an act daily 
when performing equally as dangerous 
as that was, but it does not attract any- 
where near the attention that first feat 
did. 
I have a flight of steps built 60 


feet high and 4 feet wide, down which 
I ride on my wheel, and should I turn 
my handle bars a hairbreadth to either 
side while rushing madly down that un- 
even incline I should undoubtedly be 
killed, for there is no railing on the 
sides to keep me from toppling off. I do 
all my performances now in a suit re- 
semblirg a Rough Kider's uniform. 
j 


"Are you never nervous?" and "Have 


you never had an accident while mak- 
ing that fearful descent?" are questions 
often flred at me. To the' first I must 
truly reply that I always am nervous 
when sbout to start, but not sufficiently 
so to prevent me keeping my wits about 
me so as to steer my wheel properly. I 
never have had an accident when doing 
that act. though several times I came 
perilously close to one. At Mobile near 
the foot of the steps down which I rode 
was, a strip of sandy road. My wheel 
struck it as I shot like lightning along 
the ground and stuck. 
There was a 


mix up of bicycle, one legged man and j 
flying sand. Before the people realized, 
1-o-vever. that this was not a part of 
the performance I was up, and, holding 
ak.'-. my wheel, I shouted, "Never 
touc'iaf me!" Then the people yelled, 
you can bet. 


Another time, at Fairmount park, 


Kansas City, I was to give a night ex- 
hibition. The place was crowded with 
spectators. I started off all right and 
had shot about half way down the steps 
when suddenly all the electric lights 
went out. I had the presence of mind 
to realize instinctively that all I could 
do was to hold on, keep my handle bars 
straight and trust to luck. Down I 
•n ent. and in the brief seconds that fol- 
lowed I believe my whole life passed be- 
fore my mind. 


Suddenly ihe lights came up again, 


and I found myself careering over the 
grass a hundred feet away from th* 
steps. .Several women had fainted, hut 
when they found I was all right th" 
crowd howled with enthusiasm. 


Sensational as is this ride down n

The state voted a payment 
of $1 a day for hospital aid to all the 
militiamen who were ill between the 
time of their return from Cuba and the 
time of che msutering out, November 3. 


Last week Lawyer H. L. Harrington 


went to Boston to interview the gov- 
ernor in regard to the matter in be- 
half of the Adams relief association, 
and was referred to the state aid asso- 
ciation. The matter was presented to 
the executive committee of this asso- 
ciation, consisting of Mrs. Roger Wol- 
cott, Mrs. W. E. Russell, Mrs. W. H. 
Haile and Mrs. F. T. Ureenhalge. This 
committee has acted favorably on it 
and recommended the granting of the 
money to the Adams association. It is 
confidently expected, therefore, that it 
will be allowed. 


If the $1000 is received, it will be 


used to reimburse those who have paid 
for the sick soldiers. The fund was 
originally set aside by the state for a 
hospital fund, being intended to be 
used for hospital treatment for those 
soldiers^who were unable to pay for it. 
But as Adams has no hospital, the 
authorities at Boston thought it fair 
that the expense borne in the town be 
partly relieved from this fund. 


AH of the soldiers were so badly off 


as to need a doctor's care from the time 
they reached the town and even at the 
time of the muster out a number of 
them were in bad condition. The town 
has done everything that was needed 
for their care. This strain has come in 
large measure on the doctors, and 
some of them, in addition to giving 
their services, have also given money 
for the aid of the boys. One doctor in 
particular hsis spent over $100 of his 
own money in addition to giving his 
services. It is the sentiment of all whu 
have the matter in charge that these 
men should be repaid as far as pos- 
sible. In case the amount is granted 
it will be used under the direction 
either of the town officers or of the 
relief association.

rant for the arrest of the man, and he 
was kept under the constant watch of 
the police all the time he was here, 
circumstances were such that he could 
not be taken. The man stayed at the j 
Wilson house, registering under the | 
name of Rush Burgess, and made a^' 
good many friends around the hotel. 
When he left, however, he left also a 
bill amounting to $30, which is still un- 
paid, while the man has not returned. 


The first intimation tha't the city 


was harboring a 
notable 
character 


came about ten days ago, when Chief 
Kendall received a letter from a secret 
service officer in New York state, who 
described Burgess, and told a wierd 
story of his alleged doings in that state. 
Among other things he was alleged to 
have passed a. worthless check in Al- 
bany, and investigations confirmed the 
statement. 


He was a great worker among the 


Y. M. C. A. and similar organizations, 
and was said to have uncomfortable 
records behind him in connection with 
his "religious" work. The secret ser- 
vice man who followed him was also 
an Evangelist, combining the two pro- 
fessions. 


But the most remarkable feature of 


the man's history was his hypnotic 
power, which according to the allega- 
tions of the secret service man, he was 
using to extort money from a woman 
in New York state, who was complete- 
ly un^er his power. 


Chief Kendall warned all the local 


banks to look out for him, and also 
the hotel people, but when the man, 
after running up a big bill at the Wil- 
son, said !i° was going to Hoosick 
B'alls for a clay or so he- was allowed to> 
depart, the Wilson manager trusting 
that he would return.

for 
cases 
of 
emergency. 


An arrangement has also been made 
so that the street light dynamoes may 
be driven by a large motor supplied 
with current from one of the large 
street railway generators. This will be 
used only in case of some mishap to 
thfc engine. These changes are being 
made at considerable expense but it Is 
expected that they will add greatly to 
the efficiency and reliability of the 
lighting system.
